Tho regular Committee on Streets re­ 
ported that the extension of Los Angeles 
street was progressing through the neces­ 
sary legal forms and that it would be 
carried out beyond Jefferson street to 
New M ain; in tho m atter cf the Bewer- 
ing and paving ef Main street from 
Ninth street to W ashington, that the res­ 
idents of this section are not ready for 
rhe improvements as yet, and wunld be 
likely to oppose any effort to carry it 
out. 
The question of a park for the South 
Side was then treated to a considerable 
am ount of discussion. 
Some time ago 
the association advertised for bids for 
property to be used for park purposes. 
These were all found too high and were 
rejected. 
8ince then nothing has been 
done. It was moved aud carried th at an 
advertisement for more bids be inserted in 
the daily papers. Tho opinion was ex­ 
pressed that if the m atter could be prop­ 
erly brought before the Council that 
body would take some action. 
The improvement of Elysian Park waB 
held up as an absurdity in the light of 
the fact that nothing was being done to 
provide small parks through other parts 
of the city.

The Main street car company was 
given a lively raking for the alleged ir­ 
regularity and infrequency of its car ser­ 
vice, but no action was taken. 
The meeting then adjourned.

Chaos seoms come again in the m atter 
of getting Orange county separated from 
]$pa Angeles. Ou Monday the Los An­ 
geles Board of Supervisors duly pro­ 
ceeded to make a tax levy to cover all 
the property assessed by the Assessor of 
Los Angeles county. That naturally in­ 
cludes all the property in the new county 
of Orange, which had no existence when 
the assessment was made. The same 
Dight the Bo¿rd of Supervisors of Orange 
county also made a tax levy to cover all 
tb.e property in the new county of 
Orange. The levy is $1.45 on the $100 
of valuation on all property inside the 
limits of corporate citieB , with an ad­ 
dition of 20 cents to this rate on all prop­ 
erty outside such lim its, this 20 cent rate 
being for road purposes. 
But on w hat valuation is this levy 
made? There has been no assessment 
made of the property ia Orange county 
as Orange county, and the law suiting up 
that county did not provide for the m ak­ 
ing of an assessment oat of due time, nor 
yet did it provide that the assessm ent of 
the property as made by the Assessor of 
Los Angeles county should become the 
valuation* for Orange county. 
Again, 
there was no equalization of the property 
of Orange county made by the Board of 
Supervisors of that county, and the law 
is explicit that no tax-payer .is under 
any obligation to pay taxes unless 
his assessment has been equalized by 
the proper board. 
The property now 
embraced in the county of Orange wap 
equalized, it is tru e ; but it was as an in­ 
tegral part of the county of Los Angeles: 
and was done by the Supervisors of Los 
Angeles county.

A BICYCLIST’S GAME. 


H e la H e lé *0 A n sw e r B efere th « 
Su perior C ou rt. 
Justice Theodore Savage held a pre­ 
lim inary exam ination In the Township 
Court yesterday afternoon into the charge 
of embezzlement preferred against H . 
Johnson by W. S. Wiog, resulting in the 
defendant being held to answer the 
charge in the Superior Court under $400 
bonds.

after this transaction he had left town. 
Eight days later Wing ascertained that 
Johnson was stopping at the hotel at Ar­ 
cadia, and went there to see him . 
On 
getting off the train Wiog was met by 
Johnson, who asked him anxiously if he 
was hunting for him , and on learning 
that each was the case, promised to re­ 
turn to Los Angeles that evening and 
settle 
the 
affair 
honorably. Rely­ 
ing 
upon 
his 
word, 
Wing 
re­ 
turned to town, but Johnson failed 
to keep his promise, add Wing caused 
his arrest. At 7 :30 o’clock last evening 
the defendaut was again brought up for 
exam ination upon a charge somewhat 
similar to the one above mentioned, but, 
owing to the absence of two material 
witnesses for the State, the case could 
not be brought to a conclusion, and at 
9 :30 o’clock court adjonrned until this 
morning. The com plainant, W. Geiger, 
testified that on September 6th Johnson 
came to his shop at No. 155 South Los 
Angeles street and inquired about the 
price of a bicycle whicn was on exhibi­ 
tion in the Bhow window.

Johnson began to criticize the machine, 
and fonnd fault with its general make­ 
up.

The Bixth Annual Fair of the Los An­ 
geles County Agricultural Association 
commenced yesterday morning at Dow­ 
ney. The rain of the previous evening 
h ad the effect of delaying the arrival of 
th e exhibits somewhat, and it was not 
antO afternoon that they began to arrive 
in large quantities. Quite a number of 
ladies were on hand early, decorating 
th e Pavilion, and by the time the doors 
were opened the 
building presented 
gaits an attractive appearance. On the 
grounds a number of men busied them­ 
selves in making corrals and in arrang­ 
ing spaces for the exhibition of the 
larger articles which had not yet arrived. 
Downey being the center of a very pro­ 
ductive agricultural district, it was to 
b e expected that there would be a good 
display in farm products, and judging 
from the entries made yesterday, the ex­ 
hibit will come up to the expectations. 
There were beets grown in alkali land 
that weighed from forty to sixty pounds, 
seuaahes weighing from 100 to 261 pounds, 
white sweet potatoes, apples weighing 
ever a pound apiece, and other products 
of equsl merit. Then the ladies had a 
good display of fancy work, consisting 
ohiefly of hand-painted china ware and 
deoorated works of various kinds. Out­ 
side of horses, the entries of stock were 
very few, but it was thought that the 
muddy roads deterred a good many ex­ 
hibitors from driving their animals in. 
There had been quite a programme 
arranged for the day, and the Seventh 
Infantry band went down from this city. 
There was to have been a parade oyer 
the 
track 
during the morning, an 
exhibition of driving horses, a bicycle 
raoe and other events, but the track in 
some placee had been spoiled by the 
rain, and had not dried sufficiently even 
St 3 o’clock to permit the programme to 
be carried out. 
The events on the pro­ 
gramme were therefore carried over un­ 
til today, when it is expected that most 
of the exhibits will be in place. 
A 
special train has been engaged to return 
each day to Los Angeles, leaving Downey 
at 4 :15 p. m. This will allow the people 
from this city to enjoy all the races. 
'A t 2 o’clock in the afternoon Super­ 
visor A. E. Davis delivered the opening 
address at the grand stand in the pres­ 
ence of a large crowd of ladies and 
Ktlemen, for the pleasant atmosphere 
. brought out the people from all 
around. He spoke in substance as fol­ 
lows:

handiwork—the beautiful embroidery, 
the bewildering crazy-quilt, all speaking 
fo much of the patience, skill and refine­ 
ment of our ladies. Again we hear the 
lowing kine and neighing steed exchang­ 
ing civilities with each other as they 
meet here on these grounds, and $11, 
everything, is a 
rival pitted against 
something else in kind, in competition 
tor the magical blue ribbon that shall 
gladden the heart of the old man aud 
make the whole family of the successful 
competitor as proud as turkey cocks. 
And last, not least by an? means, we 
■ee, and hear too, that greatest, grandest, 
moat important production of home in­ 
dustry, and without which any farmers’ 
fair 
would 
be

failure— 
the farmer boys aud girls, Qod bless 
them, aa full of fun ana frolic as ever. 
Tee, my friends, time goes on, and it 
■eema but yesterday we were assembled 
aa today opening our annual County Fair. 
Oar fair has not opened this year under 
very favorable auspices. It had been 
hoped and expected by our Directors that 
they would receive $1,000 from the State 
to offer in premiums, but at the last hour 
they were disappointed, but pluckily 
went ahead to hold the fair, offering the 
beat premiums they could. Now on this 
point I wish to say a word. Two years 
ago our then Senator, Hon. L. J. Rose, 
long may he bloom, represented to .the 
Legislative Committee on Appropriations 
that Downey held each year a farmers’ 
fair; that it was a deserving institution 
and should be aided, and so he Becured 
an addition to the Sixth District appro­ 
priation of $1,000 for the Lob Angeles 
County Fair. It was honestly paid over 
by the then Board of Directors. Last 
winter Mr. Scott, your efficient and ener­ 
getic Secretary, started a petition to our 
representatives to increase the appropri­ 
ation 
to $2,000. 
Senator 
White 
took 
the petition 
and 
went 
be­ 
fore 
the 
committee 
and presented 
our claims, and an additional appropria­ 
tion was added to the Sixth District ap­ 
propriation for the purpose of aiding our 
fair. But, as strange as it may seem, 
although we have asked and demanded 
the money at the hands of the Directors, 
although Senator White addressed them 
a communication, in which he explained 
to them that the $2,000 increase of ap­ 
propriation was meant and intended for 
the County Fair, although he told them 
it was granted on the express condition 
that it was to be given to the County 
Pair,$l,000 each year, yet I say, strange 
as it may appear, the gentlemen keep 
the coin and refuee to give this fair one 
dollar of the nponey. You may inquire 
why wgs not the appropriation made so 
that we need not get it throngh the Di­ 
rectors of the Sixth District Fair. It is 
becaose under the constitution the ap­ 
propriation could not be made direct, 
out the Bixth District appropriation had 
$2,000 added to it for us, same as $1,000 
had been done two years before, and 
which was paid us. Wei), we are in the 
hands of the Directors of the Sixth Dis­ 
trict 
Fair. If they can 
afford 
to 
keep it from the County Fair, we can 
afford to do without it. 
But I say now 
that they are not only doing a most un­ 
just and ubfair act, but one that will rob 
their pavilion of ite richest displays of 
agricultural products and will in no way 
redound to the credit of the Honorable 
Board of Directora of the Sixth District. 
Bat you are not going to fail because of 
yoar being robbed. 
Don’t say die. Let 
th e farm are and stock raisers know that 
th e people want and mean to hold a 
County Fair each year,which shall be in 
■pirit and will a farmers’ fair. Give it 
your patronage, be liberal, expect each 
y e a r to take hold and spend a few dol­ 


lars tolkeen thlafair going, and y o u will 
socoeed.

be gathered ell kinds end 
varieties of fruits and flowers, vegetables 
and eereals that the world can hardly 


After referring to a visit to Sacra­ 
mento, ho continued; I want to say a 
word about this valley. I need not 
assure you it ie the fairest spot in the 
world. I t is rich in soil and natural re­ 
sources, but it is not half worked, and 
never will be until it is divided into ten 
and twenty acre farms. Fanners should 
take more pride in their valley. Theirs 
is the most important, as it is the most 
independent, avocation of life. They 
should study well the character of their 
soil and its adaptation. They should 
cultivate thoroughly and keep down the 
everlasting weed; should use just as 
little water as possible. Good cultiva­ 
tion will take the place of irrigation. If 
there had never a ditch been taken out 
of the San Gabriel river, this valley, if 
properly cultivated, would yield more, 
take it all in all, than it will today, with 
all the water that is spread out over it. 
Water used in limited quantities is all 
right, but this flooding our land without 
■tint is the worst kind of farming and a 
vicious abuse of good land. 
The most 
successful farmer in this valley is J. O. 
Burke, and he don’t irrigate. Mark that. 
Take an interest in yuor farm life,read up, 
subscribe for some good California agri­ 
cultural paper. 
Read it. 
It will rouse 
your pride; it will give you lots of point­ 
ers in your business. It will tell you the 
best way to eet a hen, or the beet crops 
to plant on different soils. 
I tell you 
farmers must read, study and think. 
It 
aint all muscle; brains must help it out. 
Why do you not realize the golden 
opportunities of a California farm ? 
If 
you do not and think it wont pay to raise 
produce on a Los Angeles market, go 
back to the bleak, cold blizzard regions 
east of the Rockies, where the ground is 
enow and ice-bound a third of the year. 
There they raise chickens and turkeys 
for our Christmas dinners, ship them 
thousands of miles and sell them to us, 
who can’t make it pay here, where hens 
lay 365 days in the year and chickens 
hatch spontaneously, and without irriga­ 
tion. 
This is all wrong. 
Don’t com­ 
plain of your market or your opportuni­ 
ties while such things exist. Illinois 
has no business raising our bacon and 
ham, and selling it to us at 15 to 18 cents 
per 
pound, 
while 
we 
are 
ship­ 
ping 
hundreds 
of 
carloads 
of 
corn fram 
our 
valley 
at 80 cente 
per hundredweight. 
Improve 
your 
chances and you are all right. As the 
aong says: 
Never let your car a ce» like th e annbe&m pass 
you by; 
You will never ml»» the water till the well runs 
dry. 
Plant out oranges and walnuts and 
figs; they will make you rich bye and 
bye. 
In the meantime, don’t neglect 
the little ben and chickens. 
Encourage 
your swine to raise large families. Be 
good to your cows, and take good care of 
the old mare and colt, and you will go 
on prosperously. You won’t get rich all 
at once, but yon will be thriftv, well-to- 
do farmers, 
prosperous and happy, 
envied by thousands less fortunate. 
You need right here at Downey a 
cannery. Tons and tons of fruit go to 
waste here every year. 
For means of 
preserving it you can afford to give one- 
half of your crop one year to encourage 
some one to start a cannery. You need 
a beet sugar factory. 
Hold meetings to 
discuss the subject. 
Make an offer to 
Spreckels or some one else, and assure 
them what you can do. 
Pull, pull 
hard, and all pull together, and you can 
get it. 
It is reported to me on good authority 
that Mr. Spreckels will be in Los Angeles 
this week to meet the people and see 
what inducements and opportunities offer 
for building factories in this county. He 
will be met with propositions from differ­ 
ent sections. 
Oahuenga valley, Ohino 
ranch and Compton, I am told, will try 
to get a factory. Mr. Spreckels has a 
company back of him with millions of 
mQuey, I am told he is ready to contract 
to take five years’ crop at $4 per toa for 
14 per cent sugar beets, 50 cents per unit 
for all over th at; so if your beets yield 
20 per cent, sugar they Would bring you 
$7 per ton. I am told forty tons to the 
acre is pot Bible, but say one-half that, 
and you have $140 per acre. Now just 
think what an important thing this would 
be to you. If Mr. Spreckels can be in­ 
duced to come out here during the fair, 
you may perhaps hear from his lips 
much that will iuterest you and be of 
great advantage to you. As soon as you 
know when he will reach Loe Angeles, 
get ready to act. What he will want is a 
contract on your part that you will sup­ 
ply a certain quantity of beets for four 
years. 
The speaker closed by saying: The 
intelligent tourists 
want to Bee the 
country. They want to see what is back 
of that Vienna of America, Los Angeles. 
Because of their superior cultivation and 
improvement Pasadena and the foothills 
have been the rage, bat I want them to 
see this rich and fertile valley, this gar­ 
den spot of Calif jrnia. I want them to 
see the Egypt, if yon please, from whence 
the corn and honey come. I want them 
to eee our grand walnut and oraDge 
groves, oar unequaled cornfields, and all 
the year ronnd green meadows of alfalfa, 
and so I propose to do all I can to have 
good roads leading from our city that 
ehall not make the road so monotonous 
as it seems now. 
The speaker was greeted with frequent 
applause throughout.

LOTTERY HEN IN TROUBLE. 


Proprietors of a flnlde Coaeora at 
Daaver Arrested. 
Drnter, Col., October 8.—A. 0 . John­ 
son and J. H. Boyd have been arrested 
here by Postofiice Inspector Patterson, 
charged with sending lottery circulars 
and tickets through the mails. The men 
conducted their bnsiness under th e name 
of A. C. Ross A Co., which proved to be 
• m ythical firm. Their m ail, which was 
voluminous, was put in a lock box and 
called for by Johnson. 
This alleged corporation was called 
the Denver State Lottery Company. The 
oapital prize was $75,000, one-tenth of 
th e Louisiana. 
There were 100,000 
tickets and 3,134 prizes, aggregating 
$26,370. 
Each ticket was worth 50 cents. 
The circulars instructed purchasers to 
send the money to A. C. Roes & Co., 
Denver, or J. H. Boyd, 1,318 Seven­ 
teenth street, and the prizes could be 
collected through any of the San Fran­ 
cisco or 
Denver banks and express 
offices. 
The first draw ing was to come 
off Ostober 15tb. 
The men were taken before Commis­ 
sioner Broaee and held in $1,000 each, 
w hich they furnished. Johnson claims 
th a t he had nothing to do with the firm 
—he was only working for Boyd a t $100 
a m onth. 
Boyd denies using the mails. 
H e says his circulars were distributed in 
th e city by messengers, and as yet no 
tickets have been sold.

Tlie Taxpayers' Grievances. 
There is a load and justifiable wail 
amongst Angelefios this year abont their 
taxes. The rate for the county within 
the city is $1.50, and added to this is the 
rate for the city, which makes a total of 
$2.60 to urban taxpayers. It is not 
pleasant to have to meet imposts like 
this. It is calculated to make the holder 
of real estate turn saffron or green, ac­ 
cording to special taste in colors which 
indicate spleen. 
As a matter of fact, for the convenience 
of the argument, if the city and county 
of Los Angeles were an incorporated 
community, we should sustain about this 
comparison with the city and county of 
Sun Francisco: The Bay city and county 
were originally assessed this year at 
eomewhere in the neighborhood of 
$260,000.006. The State Board of Equal* 
ivation granted them a reduction of five 
per cent., which brings their valuation 
slightly below $260,000 000. Under the 
one per cent, limit of taxation, which 
cannot be exceeded there, the utmoet 
poesible exaction to which the taxpayer 
of San Francisco may be compelled to 
snbmit, will be a mulct of one per cent. 
In other words, the utmost possible sum 
which the taxpayers of the city and 
county of San Francisco collectively will 
be called upon to pay will be $2,500,000 
A full -connideration of this matter can­ 
not be reached unless we bear in mind 
the fact that the city and county of San 
Francisco are supposed, in this year of 
grace, to contain about four hundred 
thousand people. In addition, San Fran­ 
cisco is the center of the largest 
personal valuations known to the 
Pacific Coast. 
There have accumn- 
fgled the large sums which have 
been made in mining 
operations 
and in the movements of commerce for 
forty years past. And yet tWo and a 
half millions of dollars is all that the 
Nicholas Lonings, theTévises, Stanfords, 
Crockers, and the whole millionaire 
guild, in common with their less preten­ 
tions fellow-citisens, will be compelled to 
raise to meet the inexorable taker of 
municipal tolls. 
When we come to Loe Angeles county, 
however, the case is different. Though 
the population of the city and county is 
a scant hundred and fifty thousand, be­ 
tween both we ehall be compelled to pay 
into the State, city and county treasuries 
a sum within four hundred thousand dol­ 
lars of as large a tribute as is paid by the 
city and county of San Francisco. In 
other words, for every $6 aud a small 
fraction that the taxpayer has to pay on 
the valuation of his property in 8an 
Francisco, the taxpayer of Los Angeles 
has to pay $13 and a small frac­ 
tion. 
There 
is 
nothing 
specially 
agreeable about this fact, particularly 
when one bears in mind the hundreds of 
millions of dollars of personal property 
that never come to the surface in Ban 
Francieco valuations. 
One of the notably delightful pecu­ 
liarities of the present tax levy to Ange- 
lefios is the knowledge that, of the 
enormous sum thus raised, $651,000 will 
go up to Sacramento, that finicky and 
artificial city which only lives on the 
bounty of the 8tate, aud which 
puts in its whole time in decry­ 
ing, lying about and back-capping Los 
Angeles. If we had a State of South 
California, this earn would be amply 
sufficient to pay its total expenses, and 
it would meander through friendly 
hands, and fructify. There is no joke, 
nor any semblance of a joke, in paying 
over $651,000 to the strong boxes of k 
hostile country, every dollar of which 
will be incidentally employed to black­ 
guard and berate Los Angeles county. 
Another notable feature of the tax 
levy this year is the sum of $279,000 
which has been appropriated for the 
roads of this connty. God knows where 
and how it is proposed to blow in this 
money. It will, in all likelihood, be 
used to spoil the few remaining hard-pan 
roads, delightful and always acceptable 
to the drivers of teams, which still re­ 
main in Los Angeles connty. 
Half the 
money, properly expended, would give 
us two or three beautiful boulevards, 
which, in a few years, would rival the 
splendid Magnolia avenue of Riverside. 
Probably a tenth of this sum will be 
used in spoiling passably good roads, 
and the rest will be packed off heaven 
knows where. 
We give formal nr tice, here and now, 
that the H er a l d , in the interest of the 
taxpayers, proposes to know this year 
exactly what becomes of the road fand, 
and to keep an oblique eye on the other 
expenditures of a sum collected by taxa­ 
tion that can fairly be called colossal. 
The amount of the taxation this year 
is not the only interesting point which 
should attract the attention of the tax­ 
payer. The telegraph has advised us 
that the new county of Oran^ hat 


decided upon a tax rate of $1.45 on the 
$160 ef valuation, although the new 
oounty has in reality made no valuation. 
The law creating the new county pro­ 
vided for the assumption of their 
offices by certain designated offi­ 
cials after certain formalities had 
been complied with, bat it did not 
provide, as we understand the matter, 
for a separate assessment this year. The 
Los Angeles Board of Supervisors have 
accordingly assessed the whole county, 
doubtless with a view to turn over Santa 
Ana’s share of the boodle. On its face 
this is a pretty pickle, and is a good 
deal like the running of the line of de­ 
marcation between the two counties, 
which provided that it should follow the 
meanderinge of Coyote creek, but which 
has really been ran on section lines. 
The taxpayer is thus confronted with 
practical and speculative propositions, 
which will donbtleBs engross his entire 
attention for some time to come. 


I t m ay be just as well to accentuate 
the fact that the New York judgeB met 
yesterday and formally decided that, 
hereafter, all divorce proceedings should 
be held in open court. 
This is an out­ 
come of the infamous Flack divorce pro­ 
ceedings, in which a wife, who supposed 
she was signing a conveyance, was made 
by her husband and degenerate son, to 
petition for her own divorce from her 
millionaire husband, the Sheriff of the 
city and county of New York. This ex­ 
cellent new departure also signalized the 
end of the convenient referee in such 
actions. 
We beg to suggest to the 
learned jadges of Los Angeles county 
that the precedent set by their New York 
brethren might be very properly imi­ 
tated here. 


T h e re will probably be no diminished 
andience at the Grand tomorrow night 
from the sensational stories which run 
that the nervona and sinewy MelbournA 
McDowell has turned the might of his 
muscle on his statuesque and dramatic 
wife. The story is probably one of the 
finesses of the modern advertising 
school, which admits of infinite varieties 
of nonsense aiming at effect. The Baron 
Scarpia of La Tosca has to endure 
enough obloquy on the stage to be ex­ 
cused from fulfilling the lines which run, 
“ He who lifts his hand to woman, save 
in the way of kindness, is a base slave 
whom it were flattery to call coward.’ 


I t is curious how figures swell as soon 
as the southern boundary of Orange 
county is reached. Nobody deals in a 
mine in San Diego county or Lower Cal­ 
ifornia unless the figures are made to 
expand to millions. Governor Waterman 
had the good lack to buy the Stonewall 
mine, in the Julian mountains, for a 
reasonable sum. Every now and then 
we are entertained with stories of his 
being offered from two to twenty millions 
for this precious property. People of 
sense know that if every mine from the 
Jnlian district to the desert below San 
Rafael were offered for half a million 
dollars, the shekels would fail to mate­ 
rializa. 
Ir B o u la n g e r has any insurance upon 
his life, his proposition to land m France, 
and approach Paris with a hostile force, 
will make assurance companies interested 
tremble in their boots. The owner of the 
black charger Tunis would last but a very 
short time if he starts out to execute 
such a programme. It is consoling to 
know that wnen he left for the Jerseys 
he was accompanied, as the painstaking 
Associated Press stated, by his mistress, 
doubtless on the principle of casting out 
an anchor to toe moral windward. 


R ed o n d o B e a c h is steadily forging to 
the front as a center of prospective 
pleasure and present business activity. 
The hotel is going rapidly forward, and 
its grand proportions áre disclosing 
vistas of beauty which will only be 
paralleled, on the completion of the edi­ 
fice, by the Hotels Del Moate, at Mon­ 
terey, and Del Coronado, at San Diego. 
The new railway to the beach is also 
practically completed. 


The members of the Salvation Army 
are becoming exceedingly numerous in 
Los Angeles of late. The tiiumphant 
blare of their trumpets and roll of their 
drums are more than eqnal to the cable 
roads in enforcing eternal vigilance on 
the drivers Of teams. In many cities of 
the East these amiable enthusiasts are 
treated like an> other nuisances, and 
compelled to forego street demonstra­ 
tions. 


S en a to r W ill ia m M. S t e w a r t, of Ne­ 
vada, is heartily in favor of an Arid Land 
Convention to be held in Los Angeles, 
bnt he believes it should be held next 
year. 
Uf t o yesterday only $77,000 of the 
$460,000 City tax levy, had been paid 
into the City Treasury. Doubtless the 
movement will be accelerated shortly. 


I t m ay be confidently stated that no 
damage of any kind has accrued in Los 
Angeles county from the late ehower.

PARADE 0 7 KNIGHTS TKMPLAK 


Fifteen Thousand Uniformed Knights 
in Line—The Triennial 
Conclave.

W a sh in g to n, October 8.—The morn­ 
ing broke cloudy, threatening rain or 
snow, for the air was very chilly, but as 
the hours wore pn the sky cleared, mak­ 
ing a beautiful day for the great Knights 
Templar parade. The city was in gala 
dress. Public and private buildings were 
covered with banting. Various insignia 
of the order were used in decorating, 
fumiehing a pleasant variety. Every­ 
where was bustle, animation and brilliant 
coloring. 
The crowd present at the Knights 
Templar parade is not nearly as large as 
when Harrison was inaugurated. An 
estimate places the nnmber of visitors at 
50,000. These are nearly all friends of 
the various Commanderies. The num­ 
ber of Knighta in the city has been esti­ 
mated at from fifteen to twenty thoneand, 
comprising over 200 Commandeiies from 
all sections of the country. 
The Templars were formed early at 
their various headquarters and, with 
bands playing, marched through the 
crowded streets to the place of starting. 
Pennsylvania avenue was roped off to 
give full room for the knightly man­ 
euvers. 
It was nearly noon when the twelve 
divisions of the procession formed in the 
streets adjacent to the Capitol. De­ 
bouching from the side streets, at the 
signal they filed into line and began the 
long march up Pennsylvania avenue. 
AT THE RE VIE WING STAND. 
A few moments after the President’s 
arrival at the reviewing stand the head 
of the procession filed around the corner 
of Fifteenth street and marched with 
measured tread in front of where the 
President stood, doffing his hat in re­ 
sponse to the salutes with which be was 
constantly greeted. 
Eminent Sir Myron M. 
with 
forty-five aide on horseback, stx or eight 
abreast, followed by the Washington 
Commanderies, headed the procession. 
They were accompanied by the Marine 
Band, which was the recipient of many 
cheers as it passed the stand. 
Secretary Blaine, who entered the 
stand at this moment and courteously 
bowed to the assembled multitude, was 
enthusiastically received. 
The last Commandery passed the 
Presidential reviewing stand at 2:30 
o’clock. The procession fulfilled the re­ 
mainder of its loD g line of march, and 
was finally disbanded about an hour 
later.

PBATURES OF T1IR I'AGBANT. 
The Knights in the second division 
were all from Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, and were' distisguished by their 
good appearance and full ranks. 
In the fourth division, Richmond 
Commandery, No. 2, introduced a varia­ 
tion in the appearance of the parade. In 
place of swords thpy carried long lances 
tipped with silver of a dull hue, and 
their vestments were adorned with silver 
facings. Another of the Virginia com- 
maudeiies carried lances tipped with 
gold.In the fifth division, the Oriental Com­ 
mandery of Cleveland attracted much 
attention and applause by its fine march­ 
ing. as did aiso Hantelman Commandery, 
of Cincinnati, the members of which 
filed bv the stand with their heads un­ 
covered and their hats resting on their 
right shoulders. 
De Molay Commandery, of Louisville, 
was warmly applauded as it passed be­ 
fore the reviewing stand. This Com­ 
mandery is known among Templars as 
the champion drill corps of the United 
8tates, and the grace of its evolutions 
was greatly appreciated by the admiring 
throng. Forming the end of this divis­ 
ion, but sharing with the more forward 
ranks the applause of the onlookers, was 
the Little Commandery from the Masonic 
Orphans’ Home in Louisville. It was 
composed of small lads, but in drilling 
and appearance it had little to fear from 
the senior organizations. 
Illinois took up the whole of the eighth 
division, nnd had twenty-eight separate 
Com mandones in line. St. Bernard, the 
crack drill Commandery of the State, at­ 


tracted universal attention. It was pre­ 
ceded by the Royal Canadian band of 
Hamilton, and carried the live eagie pre­ 
sented to It by the Golden Gate Com­ 
mandery of San Francisco three years 
ago. 
INTEREST IN THE CALIFORNIANS. 
The long procession had wearied the 
spectators, and there were signs of impa­ 
tience manifested at this time, which 
soon, however, gave wav to a feeling of 
lively interest as the California Knights 
moved in sight, headed by forty-two 
members of California Commandery No. 
1, of San Francisco, mounted on coal 
black chargers. Their uniforms were 
elegant, and they wore long black cloaks 
of velvet, elaborately ornamented with 
the insignia of the order, worked in white 
silk.There was a flutter of handkerchiefs 
and some applause as Golden Gate Com­ 
mandery, of San Francisco, passed by. A 
■mall live black bear, surnamed Ueruba­ 
bel, was perched on a box in a wagon 
which moved in advance of them. The 
animal had bead erect, and marched in 
fine style. . 
The eleventh division made a very fine 
display. 
It was commanded by Sir 
Walter H. Sanborn, and was composed 
of representatives from Minnesota, Kan­ 
sas, Maryland, Nebraska and West Vir­ 
ginia, and the Grand Commanderies of 
Colorado and North Carolina. 
The twelfth division, which contained 
only the Cyrene Commandery of Sioux 
Falls, Dakota, Geoffrey De St. Aldfemar 
Preceptory, of Toronto, and the Grand 
Commandery of Wyoming, terminated 
the procession, which consumed three 
hours in passing the reviewing stand. 
AFTISR THE PROCESSION. 
The people on the sidewalk pressed 
forward to have a glance at President 
Harrison. 
The President, however, 
rather wearied of standing for hours in 
the cold air, almost all the time without 
a covering to his head, immediately h it 
the stand, and accompanied by his secre­ 
tary and the ladies of bis party, strolled 
across the.lawn to the White House. 
The Grand Encampment began its 
session immediately upon arriving at 
Masonic Temple at the close of the 
parade. Myron M. Parker delivered the 
address on the part of the local commit­ 
tee, and introduced Commissioner Doug 
lass, who welcomed the Knights on be­ 
half of the city. 
To both the addresses 
the Grand Master responded, and this 
closed the pnblic exercises. 
The En­ 
campment then began its business in 
secret conclave. 
THE SECRET DELIBERATIONS. 
The Iowa trouble immediately loomed 
up and a resolution was offered exclud­ 
ing members from that State from the 
session. This resolution was carried and 
the Iowa members somewhat indig­ 
nantly withdrew. General Roome, who, 
as Grand Master of the order,.had de­ 
clared the Iowa Commandery ami its 
members in rebellion, had nothing to do 
with offering the resolution, but simply 
placed it before the convention. It is 
authoritatively stated tonight that he 
took no side in the matter during the 
discussion of the resolution. 
The annual address of Grand Mastor 
Roome, who presided over the session, 
was then read. His address oponed with 
a reference to the knightly dead during 
the past three years. He recommended 
selecting Ascension day as a day of espe­ 
cial commemoration 
and 
religious 
services by the order throughout the 
country. He then devoted a great deal 
of space to 
THE IOWA TROUBLE, 
Reviewing the whole matter from begin­ 
ning to end. He said the Grand Com­ 
mandery of that State had attempted to 
nullify the deliberate will of the Grand 
Encampment and the constitution; its 
deeds had belied its empty words. He 
admitted that the ritual adopted by the 
San Francisco Conclave in 1886, has not 
commended itself ¡to all the State 
Commanderies, 
but 
insisted 
that 
while it was 
in 
force it 
was 
the bounden duty of the Knights 
to obey it. Iowa did not rest with criti­ 
cism, did not snbmit Buch alterations as 
it deemed advisable, but attempted to do 
away with the law of the Grand Encamp­ 
ment, and questioned the constitution­ 
ality of the legislation of the Grand En­ 
campment. When the Grand Commander 
of the State of Iowa questioned his 
authority to order the use of the new 
ritual in the Iowa Commandery, he felt 
justified in issuing an edict declaring the 
Grand Commandery of Iowa and all the 
Sir Knights in its obedience to be in a 
state of disloyalty and rebellion to the 
constitution and the Grand Encampment 
of the United States. 
He decl.r.i that he h»a no ill-feeling 
for the erring Iowa brethren, and what 
he had done had been aolely to promote 
the dignity of the order. Fnrther than 
this, he wished to be distinctly under­ 
stood as in no way taking up the cause 
of the ritual as adopted. Iu concluding, 
he recommended great gentleness in 
dealing with this unfortunate situation 
«* i u a ^ e whole matter of the 
ritual, he trusted, would be definitely 
disjH>sed of at this Conclave, and in the 
finar decision he hoped all would agree, 
and if Iowa was satisfied, all occasion for 
disagreement would be removed. 
Socn after the reading of General 
Roome s address the Conclave adjourned 
until tomorrow. 
THE EVENING’S FLEA8URE8. 
This evening has been given np to 
serenades and receptions, and the Golden 
Gate Commandery of San Francisco has 
been the recipient of unusual and marked 
attentions. This afternoon the Com­ 
mandery tendered Mrs John A. Logan 
an elegant reception at their quarters. 
The rooms were elaborately decorated. 
Mrs. Logan, accompanied by her son, 
was received by Eminent Commander 
A. G. Booth, Generalissimo Young and 
other officers. Thursday afternoon Mrs. 
Logan, who is a warm friend of Golden 
]®i ü mmandery« 
8*Te its Knights 
and ladies a special reception at Calumet 
Place. 
Tonight a public reception > u given 
by the Golden Gate Commandery. The 
ladies and Knights all appeared in full 
dress. 
The reception rooms were 
thronged for several honrs, and the great 
number present enjoyed the liberal and 
open-handed hospitality of the Cali­ 
fornians. California Commandery, No. 
1, of San Francisco, also attracted much 
notice. 
The Washington bicyclists paraded on 
wheels tonight. The bicycles were gaily 
decorated with lanterns and bright 
colors, aud the array was an imposing 
one.

More Woaders Exhibited to 
the Nation’s Guests. 


THE MILLS AT MANCHESTER. 


Graad Reception and Dinner at 
Portland, M e.- A Brasiliaa’s 
Remarks.

M a n c h e s t e r , N. H., October 8.—The 
international excursion party last night, 
for the first time in the experience of 
many of the delegatee and attaohét of the 
International American Congress,enjoy ed 
the luxurious repose that may be had 
aboard an American palace Pullman 
sleeping car. The special train remained 
in the Boston and Maine rail way station 
until 2 o’clock in the morning, when it 
was run to Manchester. The delegates 
were cordially welcomed by Senator 
Blair and the corporation authorities. 
The immense buildings devoted to the 
manufacture of fabrics, excited the live­ 
liest interest. Here are the greatest 
shops in the world, according to state­ 
ments made by members of the commit­ 
tees, who added that one of the mills 
consumed more cotton and indigo than 
any other concern in all Christendom. 
The foreign visitors heard with amaze­ 
ment that in this small city half a million 
spindles were whirling, and 14,000 looms 
were weaving miles per day of fabrics of 
all kinds. 
TUB PRODUCTS OF HALF A DAY. 
After looking over the factories, the 
party was escorted to a new mill, where 
in one-half of a great hall, 400 feet by 
100, had been arranged a display of 
textile and other goods produced in Man­ 
chester in half of a working day. It 
made a meet formidable showing in its 
extent, and was, moreover, arranged so 
as to make a mo*t attractive exhibition, 
ranging from blocks of spruce wood and 
raw cotton, to pitchers, water-coolers, 
etc., of indurated wood fibre, and fine 
paper, pretty checked and striped cloths, 
nobles, etc. 
When the exhibit had been duly ad­ 
mired, the party were seated at a 
luncheon famished by the citizens, and 
shortly after noon left Manchester on 
their way to Portland, Maine. 
RECEPTION AT PORTLAND 
P o r t l a n d , Me., October 8.—The Pan 
American delegates arrived here at 4 
o’clock. Daring the trip from Manches­ 
ter the delegates were busily engaged in 
classifying the samples of goods and 
cloths they had secured, and making 
memoranda to attach to the respective 
samples, which were then packed away. 
On their arrival at Portland the visitors 
were driven about the city in carriages, 
and afterwards taken to the Falmouth 
House, where the Reception Committee 
awaited them. 
An elaborate dinner 
was served, after which speeches 
were made by Senator Hale, CharleB 
R. Flint, of the American delegation, 
and others. 
a v o ic e fro m b r a z il. 
Sefior Mendonca, delegate of Brazil, 
said his Emperor had spoken of the re­ 
lations between bis country and the 
United States and had touched upon the 
future, saying he saw a population of 
100.000.000 for the United States and 
50.000.000 for Brazil, and asked what 
would then be their power. 
Ae to this 
Congress, he had, after a discussion of 
the matter, said America, and he meant 
all America, could clearly say to Europe 
that the Americans were trying to feed 
the Americans themselves.

EPISCOPAL CONFERENCE. 
H ew D iocese o f M ouikerm C a lifo rn ia 
S a n c tio n e d . 
N e w Y o r k , October 8.—In the Epis­ 
copal convention, today, messages from 
the House of Bishops were received, an­ 
nouncing concurrence in the action of 
the House of Deputies in the admission 
of the new Dioceses of Colorado aud Or- 
gon.In the House of Deputies this morn­ 
ing, the Committee on the Admission of 
New Dioceses presented a report recom­ 
mending that the House give consent to 
a division of the Diocese of California, 
and the erection of a new diocese in the 
southern portion of the State. Consent 
was unanimously given. 
Rev. Dr. Huntington, of New York, 
presented a, resolution providing for the 
appointment of deaconesses and allow­ 
ing services fn other than the English 
language in congregations whore large 
numbers do not speak English. 
Re­ 
ferred. 
The House of Deputies took up the re­ 
port of the Committee on Judicial Sys­ 
tem of the Church. The majority of the 
committee state that of the modes of nb- 
tiining relief from the present condition 
of the system considered by them, me 
only one considered direct and reason­ 
able is that the General Convention 
change Article 6 of the Constitution, and 
then enact a nniform canon for the whole 
church. As to. the form wnich this 
change should take, the committee 
thinks it should be unrestricted, so the 
General Convention may establish one 
court of appeal only, or if that is imprac­ 
ticable, may establish a uniform and 
complete system throughout all the dio­ 
ceses. The committee recommended 
that a commission be formed to draft two 
canons for consideration at the next Gen­ 
eral Convention, one providing for 
a system of appellate courts only, 
and 
the other for 
a 
uniform 
system of trial in all dioceses, including 
coarta of appeal. 
The committee aleo 
presented a recommendation that the 
third clause of Article 0 be altered to 
read: “ In every diocese the method of 
trying presbyters and deacons may be 
instituted by the convention of the dio­ 
ceses until the general convention shall 
otherwise provide, and that this altera­ 
tion be laid before the ensuing general 
convention for final ratification/’ 
The minority is of the opinion that a 
change in the system ifl desirable to the 
extent of providing a reviewing tribnnai. 
They believe that eaoh diooeae is compe­ 
tent to provide for Itself a complete eye­ 
less of judicature, and that the diffiool- 


tlee in the way of the establishing of 
courts of appeal are too eerione to over­ 
come. The reporte were discussed at 
great leDgth, and an adjournment was 
had with the matter still pending.

The preparation of this 
memorandum at this tim e and in its

resent form caused its genuineness to be 
oubted in some quarters.
